JURY'S RECOMMENDATION ON 
TRAFFIC RULES 


A verdict of accidental death was 

returned yesterday at the enqdiry 
‘into the deaths of two coolica, Chan 
\yim and Wong Kau, who were kill- 
ed in a lorry crash at Shankiwan 
‘HIN on October 28. 
Mr. Hamilton acted as Coroner 
;and the jury was composed of 
Messrs. O. B. Payne ‘foreman), T. 
V. Lopes and M. A. Xavier. 

After evidence had been giver by 
iTraffie Sergennt McInmix to the 
‘effect that the brakes of the lorry 
had been found defective‘on Octa- 
ber 17, it was disclosed that there 
was no section in the regulations 
which gald that unless the repairs 
thad been carried out and the lorry 
Passed, if should not be used on tha 
road, 

The Coroner remarked that it 
‘seemed to him utterly futile to Apply 
‘a monthly examination to vehicles. 
The Law should be laid down de- 
finitely that if a motor vehicle is not 
ifound satisfactory at a monthly 
‘examination, it xhould not be used 
on the road. Tt seems most unsatis- 
factory.

“This surtax did not apply to 
the goods of all countries and was 
therefore discriminatory in effect.”
